Peking, China, Feb. 19. — In an ex- 
clusive interview with the correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press, at the 
palacu today, President Yuan Shi Kal 
minimized the importance of the rebel- 
lion now in progress, and expressed 
confidence of. the ability of the gov- 
ernment. to 
suppress 
the 
uprising 
when adequate troops reached the up- 
per Yang Tse Kiang. 
Vico Admiral Tsai Tinlc Kai, confi- 
dential secretary of Juan Shi Kai, act- 
ed as interpreter. 


Only a Skirmish. 
"This is no campaign, but only a 
skirmish," said Yuan Shi Kai. "But it 
gives me so much work that it In- 
creases my appetite." 
The president replied laughingly to 
a remark regarding his excellent phys- 
ical condition and good spirits, refut- 
ing rumors of his poor health. Discuss- 
ing his enthronement, he sii'd: 
"Although a date in February was 
sanctioned, the 
enthronement could 
not tnkp place because of the Yunan 
rebellion, which necessitated military 
operations. Therefore, it was decided 
witn saddened hearts to postpone it." 
Plan New Constitution. 
The president said the drafting of. a 
new constitution would be begun in a 
few clays. When it is finished 
the 
constitution will go. before a national 
convention for suggestions. He did not 
predict the date of promulgation of 
the constitution. Discussing its nature, 
he said: 
"We shall adopt from all countries 
the piovisions best suited to China, 
without leaning toward any foreign 
constitution." 
Yuan .Shi Kai had this to say re- 
garding probable recognition of the 
monarchy: 
"I cannot tell what governments 
will or will not delay. Each will rec- 
ognize the monarchy according to cir- 
cumstances." 


Effect of War on China. 
Regarding China's position as af- 
fected by the war, the president said: 
"China has made every effort 
to 
maintain strict, neutrality. The Chin- 
ese government is not aware that the 
entente powers or other 
belligerents 
have made any substantial charges 
against, us for not 
having' done so. 
China 
will endeavor to remain on 
friendly terms with all the treaty pow- 
s." 
The president, when reverted to the 
insurrection: 
"Yunan and Kwei Chow have few 
troops and little ammunition," he said.

DOES SMALL DAMAGE 


Newly Erected Manufacturing Indus- 


try in Tennessee Has Fire 


Loss Today.

Bristol, Term., Feb. 
19.—A tele- 
phone, message received 
here early 
this morning reported that the new 
Federal DyestuHs and Chemical com- 
pany's plant 
at Kingsport. Tenn., 
twenty-five miles from here, had been 
destroyed by fire at a late hour last, 
night. Later renorts. however, do not 
bear out the first information stating 
that but one building had been de- 
stroyed, and that the fire was not of 
great consequence. 
The plant was erected recently and 
manufactured picric acid, a base for 
high explosives. The company is a. 
Delaware, corporation, capitalized at. 
?15,000,000. 


New Jersey Wrecked. 
Plainfield, N. J., Feb. 19.—The plant 
of the .Middlesex Aualine Chemical 
company, said to be German owned, 
and one of the few plants manufac- 
turing analine dyes in this country, 
was destroyed by an explosion and fire 
today. 
The entire town of Lincoln, whore 
the plant was located, was shaken by 
the explosion, which occurred before 
the workmen had reported for duty.. 
Twe men were seriously injured. The- 
explosion was caused, it was said, by 
acid running together in mixing vats.

LABOR CONDITIONS 


IN FRANCE BETTER 


Number of Women and Men Out 
of 


Employment in Paris Is Diminish- 


ed by a Large Per Cent. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PHESS. j 


Paris, Feb. 19.— The number of men 
and women in 
the 
city of Paris 
thrown out of employment by the war 
has been diminished from 257,435 dur- 
ing the battle of the Marne in Septem- 
ber, 1914, to 79,447 in December, 1916 
according to official figures, gathered 
from the number of "unemployed 
cards" issued to workmen and work- 
•ngwomen to entitle them to receive 
the allowance to the unemployed made 
by the city, 
The decreasing 
number 
of idle 
workmen is evidence of the revival of 
nearly every Parisian industry. 
The 
most important of all, the textile and 
clothing trade in which there were 
44,333 unemployed March 1st, has 
now only 29,963 persons out of work, 
of whom 2,569 are women. 
"Unemployed" -cards were issued to 
about 10,000 men and women practic- 
ing "liberal professions." The num- 
ber was reduced only to 9,347 in 
December, showing that the situation 
of the mechanic, the sewing girl and 
the common laborer is better in com- 
parison than actors out of engage- 
ments, artists without customers, etc 
.House servants are the worst off 
Of about 40,000 idle at the beginning 
of the year, only 15,000 have found 
places.

TRAINING IS ADVOCATED 


AT MINNESOTA 'VARSITY 


[BY ASSOCIATED PtlDSS:] 


Minneapolis, Feb. 19.—Cfimpulsory 
physical training, at the University of 
Minnesota was recommended by the 
alumni athletic committee in a report 
to .the General Alumni .association, 
made public here today. The committee 
also went on record as favoring' inter- 
collegiate 
athletics on 'the p'resent 
amateur basis with a one-year, resi- 
dence rule and scholarship restriction. 
"The time has come," said the re- 
port, "for the university authorities to 
recognize more fully physical 
train- 
ing as an essential element in col- 
lege education, and -that 
athletic 
sports should be one of the chief fea- 
tures of such a system; 
that 
they 
should be conducted for the better- 
ment of the whole, student body. 
"We therefore recommend that com- 
pulsory physical training be included
